of a saloon robber, Patrick Dooley, presi- 
dent of the East St. Louis Bricklayers’ 
I’nion, lies dying at St. Marv's Hospital, 
East St. Louis. Through his body, extend- 
ing from his right to his left armpit, is a 
wound made by a bullet from a 44-caliber 
evolver. 
She robber, who is credited with two des- 
erate *‘jobs"’ last night, has not been cap- 
tured. In company with six other men, 
Dooley was sitting about a table in Jake 
Warner's saloon, 314 St. Clair avenue, East 
St. Louts, at midnight. 

Outdoors the rain was pouring down and 
th® room was still, exeept for the conversa- 
tion of the men.

Dooley Stood - 
His Ground 


Five of the men obeyed. Tom McChes- 

ney, bartender, and Patrick Dooley did 
not. McChesney ran for the cover of the 
ice box. Dooley stood up but did not 
un. The ronver fired. 
The bullet struck Dooley on the right 
side and he fell to the floor. The other 
“men were afraid to go to his assistance. 
The robber ok about $20 from the cash 
register and left by the front door. 

No attempt was made to pursue him 
because of the dangerous condition of 
Dooley. A physician was summoned, and 
Doolev was taken to his boarding place 
next door. He was taken to St. Mary's 
Hospital Wednesday morning. He is about 
28 years old. 

The robber is thought to be the same man 
who visited the saloon of J. M. Galvin, #7 
Collinsville avenue, earlier in the evening 
und robbed:the bartender and a customer 
The robber took about $20 from the cash 
drawer. : 

At Gelvin’s saloon, William O'Leary, a 
well-known young man, was taking the 
place of the regular bartender who was 
» sick. Customers were few because of the 
heavy rain. 

O'Leary and John McDermott were talk- 
ing near the front of the saloon. O'Leary's 
face was away from the door. His first 
knowledge of Canger came When a big re- 
volver was thrust into his.face. He stood 
agiill and saw the revolver removed ind the 
man that carried it walk towards McDer- 
mott. 

The robber struck McDermott on _ the 
head with the revolver and then marched 
Woth men to the back of the room. Theré 
he ordered them to throw up their hands 
and stand with their faces turned toward 
the wall. He took a watch from each and 
money from their pockets, the cash drawer 
and sideboard. 


Locked Them 


in the Icebox 
When the lone robber had all the valu- 


ables in his possession he made both men 
walk before him to the ice-chest where 
he shut them in. They were in there % 
minutes before J. Hamilton came into the 
saloon. Not finding any one in charge 
he walked about the place and was at last 
attracted bv a noise in the ice box. He 
released the captives, chilled 
and unnerved. 

O'Leary says that the robber entered 
Galvin’s saloon at 12%. He describes him 
asa man of medium build, smooth shaven, 
with a hard looking countenance. 

Both saloons are on street car thorough- 
fures. They are about five blocks Apart. 
Galvin's saloon is in the very heart of the 
town, a few doors north of the Music Hall.

Freight congestion in the St. Leuis ter- 
minals and the need of a through bill of 
lading for St. Louis freight were discussed 
at the meeting of the executive committee 
of the Business Men's League Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

The subject was brought up by the pres- 
entation to the committee of the petition 
signed by 59 of the largest shippers in the 
league, calling attention to the Jack of 
terminal facilities. which causes delay, an- 
noyance und financial loss to shippers, de- 
Claring that the improvement of terminal 
facilities has not kept pace with the in- 
crease in commerce, ahd requesting that 
steps be taken to secure a better handling 
of St. Louis freight ‘with the further ob- 
ject in view that railroad lines deliver all 
freight intended for St. Louis in St. 


Louis.”’ 

Many of the firms signing the petition 
have representatives on the executive com- 
mittee und it is expected that definite ac- 
tion to secure relief will be taken.

Plans Under Way for Billing 
Freight Around St Louis. 


Railroads, as well as shippers. regard the 
St. Louis terminal monopoly as an impedi- 
ment to through traffic.

LAW AND ORDER. 

President Roosevelt’s letter to Governor Durbin arguing 
strongly for the maintenance of law and the prevention of 
lynching- has drawn responses from all parts of the country. 

Reflecting the sentiment expressed by Mr. Roosevelt Gov. 
Terrill of Georgia says: 

“The majesty of the law should be upheld, but at the 
same time these should be a prompt and speedy trial of the of- 
fenders in the case of that crime which most frequently excites 
the anger of mobs and leads to lynchings, and the punishment 
should not be delayed by technicalities.” 

This, however, may be said generally of all criminal cases. 
They should be promptly prosecuted, fairly tried and, in the 
event of conviction, punishment should follow speedily. 

That an intelligent, energetic and well-informed sentiment 
egainst lawlessness in all forms is crystallizing in this coun- 
try is evident. ~ 

The two most conspicuous manifestations of lawlessness 
are lynching and bribe-giving and taking, and against them 
the public conscience is naturally most actively directed. 

In Missouri, Illinois and Rhode Island the crusade against 
boodling is actively waged in press and courts; the press of 
the entire country is pointing out the danger to society from 
such crimes and bringing the facts to light. It is becoming dan- 
gerous in any community to offer or accept a bribe. 

The horrible doings of mobocracy during the past twelve 
months have, in like maner, awakened the people to a sense 
of danger, and officials are beginning to realize that their duty 
- must be performed.

Reward Offered for Murderer of Man 
First Supposed to Be Train’s 
Victim 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 12.—As a result 
of startling disclosures made to him today, 
Gov. Yates has decifled to issue a reward 
for the apprehension of the murderer of 
George Killiam, Jr., who died in this city 
of injuries suffered on the morning of July 
5 by being run over by a Chicago, Pittsburg 
& St. Louis train near Chesterfield. 

The disclosures made at the executive of- 
fice hag not been given publicity, but they 
are said to substantiate a recently formed 
theory that Killiam was attacked, beaten 
into inseneibility and placed upon the rail- 
road track to be ground under the wheels 
of the first passing train. Previously it 
was supposed that Killiam’s death was the 
result of an ordinary railroad accident.

OUTLOOK FOR CORN 


Copious Rains in Nearly All Sections 
of Missouri Insure Plenty 
of Moisture 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 12.—The following 
bulletir has been issued by the Missouri 
division of the United States Department 
of Agriculture: 

The weather during the week has been mach 
more favorable for growing crops than for sev- 
eral weeks preceding. The temperature arer- 
axed very near the normal. There was a good 

reentage of sunshine, and copious showers hare 
fallen in nearly all sections. In a few localities 
in the northern and eastern sections the rainfall 
Was too light to be of materi«! benefit. but cover 
the greater portion of the state the total of 
the week ranged from 1 to over 3 inches, and 
in some localities exceeded 4 inches 

In many localities in the eastern and sonthern 
counties, however, the showers were accompa- 
nied by high winds, which did much damege 
by flattening and breaking down corn. blow ing 
of apples and overturning hay and yraln stacks. 
localities, and in portions of Osage County ex- 
cessive rains caused stccams to overflow. de- 
stroying crops on bottom landa and damaging 
hay and grain in stack. 

A very warked improvement in the condition 
of the corn crop is noted in nearly all sections, 
and in many counties it is now doing fiely. In 
quite a number of the northern and a few of 
the southern counties, however, more rain is 
needed, and in a few counties, where the rains 


| were very light. the crop is still suffe ring sn 
'verely. The most unfavorable reports are 


ceived from portions of Derry, Lincoln, living 
ston and Mercer counties. 

Cotton in the extrewe southeustern counties 
is doing well as are also welons, Sorgham. mill- 
let and cowpeas are making growth as a rule, 
and the serond crop of clover tis generally prom- 
ising. Some mijlet has been cut. 

Tobaces ts doing tnely in Putnam County. The 
rains have improved gardens and late potatoes, 
but In some districts late potatees will Le vers 
light. Sweet potatoes are generally doing well. 
In many of the eastern and southern counties 
orchards have been considerably damaged by high 
winds. In some counties where the wainfall was 
lightest. pastures are quite short, but in most 
sections they are in fair to good condition.
